TWO BATTLES NEAR SAN FERNANDO. 


(By ‘pmecr WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
MANILA, May 4.—|Exclusive Dispatch.] Three fierce 
battles, at as many different points, were fought today by 
the troops under Gen. Otis. In one of them Briy.-Gen. 


was wounded in the head while leading his men in a charge. 
It is understood that the wound is comparatively slight, and 
the gallant soldier is in no danger from it. 

Col. Summers, in command of six battalions of Gen. 
Lawton’s division, moved northward toward San Fernando 
and charged upon the enemy iv strong intrenchments, driv- 
ing them before him with considerable loss. 

At the same time MacArthur’s division moved forward, 
|| capturing San Tomas, and driving the rebels to within four 
miles of San Fernando. Gen. Wheaton, leading the left 
column, made a brilliant charge, but with a loss of several 
officers and men wounded. In this charge Gen. Funston 
received his wound. 

_ The most spectacular and surprising battle of the day, 
however, was fought in the unexpected quarter of Malate, 
south of Manila. The insurgents have been gathering there 
in force, and from 2000 their numbers: have -been increas- 
ing in the last few days until they now have 9000 men south 
and east of-Manila. These men. are wéll-armed and|

At sunset, this evening, when no attack was- expected | 
by the American commanders, the insurgents made an 
extraordinarily bold attempt to force the lines of Gen. Oven- 
shine. They charged forward, pell-mell, toward the Ameri- 
can lines, through mud that was up to their knees, firing as 
they came. 

Our troops reserved their fire for awhile, and finally 
opened on the advancing insurgents with terrible effect 
from the shore opposite Paranaque. Soon the whole line 
was engaged, and after half an hour’s fighting the Ameri- 
cans drove the insurgents back. The insurgents are com- 
pletely repulged. No loss has yet been reported on our side. 
It is expected that a serious battle will occur in the 
neighborhood of Arayat within a few days. The Filipino 
ieaders are concentrating all their forces in the province of 
Pan Panga, and are expected by the American command 
ers to make a desperate stand. The American army has 
been most skillfully posted at points of great strategic ad-

GEN. MACARTHUR’S ADAVNCE: 


Worst Country Yet Traversed—Reb- 
els Fight Fiercely. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MANILA, May 5, 8:25 a.m.—[By Ma- 
Cable.] In spite of the peaceful 
overtures of their commissioners, the 
Filipinos vigorously resisted the ad- 
vances of Gen. MacArthur's division 
from‘ Apalit toward San Fernando, 
fighting desperately at long range after 
running from trench to trench, when 

driven out by the American artillery. 

The movement commenced at 5:30 
o’clock in the morning. Gen. Hale's 
brigade, consisting of five Gatlings un- 
der command of Maj. Young of the 
Sixth Artillery; two battalions of the 
Fifty-first Iowa Regiment, the First 
Nebraska and the First Dakota Regi- 
ment, advanced along the road, a few 
miles_west of the railway line.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Nelson A. Miles will 
not be punished for stirring up scan- 
dal over army beef. A member of the 
Cabinet is authority for the statement 
that .President McKinley will neither 
court-martial him nor transfer him as 
commanding. general of the army. The 
findings of the court of inquiry do not 
sustain the charges of Gen Miles, but 
the President has no desire to make a 
martyr of him and is anxious to have 
the whole unsavory me 
disposed of. 

There are naturally varying opinions . 
as to the degre*® of the general’s of- 
fense. Administration officials do not 
complain of Ris calling attention to 
what he believed to be bad focd, but 
they hold that he should have reported 
the matter in an official manner to the 
Department for investigation 
through regular channels. Instead, he 
permitted himself to be interviewed by 
yellow journals of the country in a 
manner that gave serious offense. — 

Many administration officials think 
the general a subject for discipline be- 
cause of his irregular methods, but that 
may be open to question. The Presi- 
dent is reported as willing to give the 
general the benefit. of the doubt and 
pass over his offense for the sake of 
the army’s welfare and the country’s 
tranquillity. ; 

The President regards the report by 
the court as a vindication of the admin- 
istration, and he is in a magnanimous 
frame & mind. He looks upon the beef 
scandal as an unnecessary and unfor- 
tunate incident of the war, and thinks 
the sooner it passes into oblivion the 
better. Even if Miles’s discipline were 
$0 much as a mere transfer from the 
command of the army to the command 
of a department, it would lead to bit- 
ter discussion and endless criminations, 
which would keep sores open and run- 
ning. 

Gen. Miles, in the ordinary course of 
events, will retire in August, 1903. when 
the commander of the Department of 
the East will probably be moved to 
Washington.

EXTRAORDINARY SESSION. 


Congress May He Called to Meet 
Early in October. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—There is a 
growing belief among members of Con- 
gress that the President will call Con- 
gress to meet in @xtraordinary session 
this fall, probably early in October. The 
questions which will come before the 
next Congress for settlement, includ- 
ing as they do everything growing out 
of our possessions acquired as a result 
of the war with Spain, and the general 
legislation including that relating to 
civic’ reforms, the Nicaragua Canal, 
merchant marine, ete:, are of such 
great importance that the President is 
inclined to regard it as advisable that 
Congress should meet earlier than the 
regular session in December in order 
to get the work well under way. 

The retirement of Speaker Reed will 
naturally entail comsiderable delay in 
the appointment of a committee of the 
House, as it is customary to allow a 
new Speaker for or five weeks to make 
up his committees, and,this furnishes ' 
an admirable reason why Congress 
should be convened before December.” 

With others the President has. dis- 
cussed this subject, and moreover, it 
Was upon the President’s'direct sugges- 
tion that the Caucus Committee, ap- 
pointed by the House Republicans to 
formulate a currency reform measure, 
met when it did. Representative Dal- 
zell of Pennsylvania, and Representa- 
tive Curtis of Kansas, both of whom: 
are members of the Caucus. Commit- 
tee, saw the President today. When 
the former left the White House he 
said he had no direct information on 
the subject of an extra session” but 
that he had al! along regarded an ex- 
tra session as more than probable. 

At the White House no confirmation 
can be obtained of the statement that 
the President at present contemplates 
calling Congress together in the fall. 
It is said to visitors that he may have 
made some observations regarding the 
possibility of such a course, and that 
these may have been given too much 
weight by his visitors. The members 
of the Republican Caucus Committee 
who have returned from Atlantic City 
are scattering for their homes. Gen. 
Henderson, the chairman, will remain 
here to confer with Senator Aldrich 
chairman of the Senate Finance Com. 
mittee, on his return from ‘Europe 
shortly, and will arange with him 
after going over the details of the cur- 
rency reform plan recommended by his 
committee, for a joint meeting of the 
two committees later, This joint ses- 
sion will probably not be held until fall.

Gen. Merriam has been busy all day 
sending dispatches throughout the 
mining district, disposing of the troops 
so as to protect property, and shut aff 
the escape of those suspected of as 
Sistine in lawless acts here last Sat- 
urdayv. Every avenue of escape from 
the Coeur d'Alene district is guarded 
by one or more companies of ‘troops, 
and the Federal authorities believe 
that the arrest. of all suspected will be 
made without serious trouble, as soon 
as identification is possible. One hun- 
dred and twenty-eight men accused of 
participating in Saturday’s riot have 
been arrested. and are under guard of 
United States troops near the railroad 
station here. 

Gen. Merriam has established @ 
strict censorship over the telegraph of- 
fice here. and nothing is allowed _to 
go out regarding the plans for the ar- 
rest of the remaining suspects. 

The taking of testimony in the Cor- 
oner’s inquest over the bodies of Smith 
and Cheyne. who were shot and killed 
by the mob Saturday lest, when the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine was 
blown up. was commenced today by 
Coroner France behind closed doors.

NO REPORTS OF ARRESTS. 


Mountains Fall of Fleeing Men—Cav- 
alry at Gem and Burke. |

WALLACE (Idaho,) May 4.—Troops 
A and C, Fourth Cavalry, dismounted, 
from Walla Walla and Boise, arrived 
this evening. After a short halt here 
they went on to Gem and Burke. No 
reports have yet been received as to 
arrests, but it is known locally that 
most of the men.wanted have fled. 

Today the mountains are full of flee- 
ing men. With the railroads all 
guarded, the only safe way out of the 
country is over the old Glidden road to 
Thompson Falls, Mont. That route is 
lined with them. Some take the road 
direct from Burke, while others go by 
way of Murray. The road from there 
was kept open mearly all winter in 
hauling ore, and is fairly passable. 

Around Murray, the fugitive also 
have the sympathy of a majority of the 
people. This morning a teamster met 
fifteen fugitives on that road within 
six miles of here. This afternoon, the 
same man met fifteen others. They 
acknowledged being Last Chance men, 
but were frightened by the report they 
had received of troops at Thompson 
Falls, and decided to abandon the trip 
and are camping tonight at Monarch, 
three miles out. They expressed them- 
selves as feeling badly that “hard work- 
ing men should be driven out of the 
country by soldiers.” 

HECLA MINE CL@QSES.

Two Concise and Explicit Reporte 
from Gen. Otis.

“MANILA, May 4.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Washington: Situation as follows: 
Lawton holds Baluarte, captured 24d 
inst., after rapid movement from 
Angat, where supplies with wagon- 
train, pack animals and rations. He 
scattered the strongly - intrenched 
enemy to the north and northwestward, 
capturing large amounts of food sup- 
plies, and has his detachment to north 
and eastward.

“MacArthur’s column concentrated:

Destruction of the railroad near Calum- 
pit necessitates dependance on wagon 
transportation.

MOST AGGRESSIVE TACTICs. 


War Department Satisfied With the 
American Commander’s Progress. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, May 4.—The War 
Department is satisfied from the dis- 
patches received from Gen. Otis today 
that the American commander has put 
aside the insurgent temporizing over 
peace, and has turned his attention to 
most aggressive tactics. The wisdom 
of this course was fully approved by 
officials here. who have foreseen that 
the nativeg needed further chastisement 
in Order to bring them to a realizing 

sense of their position. 

The early dispatches from Otis 
clearly defined the general plan of his 
latest movement. He is moving in two 
main columns. Gen. MacArthur push- 
ing Straight forward over a nine-mile 
stretch of country between Calumpit 
and the rebel stronghold, San  Fer- 
nando, and Gen. Lawton directing a 
strong force under Col. Summers to 
prevent the insurgents from retreating 
from San Fernando into the mountains‘ 
to the north. 

The later dispatches showed that 
there has been hot work in the execu- 
tion of this movement. Particularly 
in Gen. MacArthur’s advance on San 
Fernando. The defeat of Luna at 
San Tomas and the scattering of the 
insurgent forces, leaves MacArthur four 
miles from San Fernando, with a cleag 
road before him. He will take the 
city tomorrow, according: to Gen. Otis’: 
plans. The taking of towns is no 
longer looked upon by the authorities 
as of chief moment, the main considera- 
tion being to intercept the insurgents. 

Gen. Lawton’s move northward to. 
day to Maasin is designed to keep g 
body of American troops to the north 
of the rebels. and between them end 
their line of retreat to the mountains. 
A successful execution of this move 
will leave’ the ins nts well-sur- 
rounded to the north, though there Is 
a stretch of about seven miles from 


which the rebels are retiring. If the 
rebels do succeed in getting into the 
mountains. War Devartment officials 
believe they cannot continue organized 
resistance. as the mountain localities 
afford much less opportunity for sus- 
tenance than the rice lands along the 
foothills and bottoms. The authorities 
here are well-satisfied with the man- 
ner in which our forces are placed.

NEW YORK, May 4.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says receipts 
at the Havana customhouse for April 
justify the prediction ¢hat the collec-. 
tions at that port for 1899 will reach 
fully $10,000,000. The April total is 
given as $860,000 in round numbers. This 
is. a decrease of $36,000, with just one 
day’s collections, from the figures of 
March, but an increase of $154,000 over 
February and of $120,000 over January.

Ex-Collector Arrested at the Pre- 
sidio—Taken to County Jail.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 4.--O. M. 

Welburn, ex-Collector of Internal Rev- 

enue for San Francisco, was arrested 

‘today at the Presidio, where he was 

drilling as a private in Co. I, Ninth

O. H. Bedell. United States Marshal 

Shine and Deputy Harry Moffatt made 

the arrest. At first he strenuously de- 

nied his identity, although many of his 
former friends recognized both his fea- 
tures and his handwriting. He finally 
tacitly admitted his identity by greet- 
ing former acquaintances in the coun- 
ty jail where he was taken. . 
Ever since a year ago last October, 
Welburn has beén aie fugitive from 
justice, and there has been standing 
nearly all of that time, a reward of $500 
for. his capture. He had kept away 
from San Francisco after his acquittal 
in October of 1897, and, although the 

Federal authorities were almost cer- 

tain that he was somewhere in Texas, 

he was successful in preventing their 

earning kis precise joeation until a 

few days ago. Welburn enlisted during 

the war, and when his regiment was 
ordered to San Francisco he was 
obliged to come to his former home, 
rather than risk deserting. This after- 
noon he was taken before District 

Judge Haven for identification, and

Attorney Gould said today that he 
believed Welburn suffered from what 
might be termed “grandiose paresis,”’ 
having an abnormal admiration for 
himself. The attorney added: ‘“Wher- 
ever Welburn journeyed ,he told his

FINE CHRONOMETER. 


Robbins Presented With One 
at Dewey’s Request. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 4.—A special to the 
Herald from Washington says in ac- 
cordance with the request of A@miral 
Dewey, Secretary Long has presented 
to A. W. Robbins, master of the British. 
ship Buccleuch, a fine chronometer in 
recognition of his services to the Asi- 
atic squadron immediately after the 
battle of May 1, in communicating with 
the Spanish Governor-General at Ma- 
nila for Admiral Dewey. Capt. Rob- 
bins placed himself at the disposition 
of Admiral Dewey to convey messages 
to the Spaniards in Manila. 

The Admiral sent a request to the 
Spanish Governor-General to be al- 
lowed to use the cable connecting Ma- 
nila and Hongkong, threatening if the 
request was not complied with to cut 
the line. The Spaniards refused and 
the cable .was cut. There were several 
matters which the Admiral desired to 
present to the attention of the Spanish 
authorities, and Capt. Robbins was 
ow the medium of cummunica- 
tion. 

Rear-Admiral Bradford has completed 
arrangements by which the United 
States will have coaling stations well 
distributed, strategetically, and invalu- 
able to the American navy in case of 
war. Proceedings to condemn Mission 
Rock, Caj., are expected to be com- 
pleted soon, and a coaling station will 
be established there. 

Commander J. .F. Merry, who has 
been assigned to command the naval 
coaling station at Honolulu, was in con- 
ference today with Rear-Admiral 
Bradford, regarding the construction of 
coaling sheds, slips and wharves at 
Honolulu, where .there will be a coal 
pile of 20,000 tons. 

The collier Brutus, which has prob- 

ly arrived at Apia, has 4500 tons of 
coal on board, and the Abarenda, en 
route to the same place, carries 1000 
tons. 

Upon the arrival of the Yosemite at 
Guam, Capt. Leary will determine the 
best site for a coaling station, and ten 
or fifteen thousand tons will be kept 
at that point. Admiral Dewey now has

At Fairgarder, Tenn., he led the 
charge of the Fourth Indiana Cavalry 
on January 28, and defeated a bri- 
gade of Confederates. He was com- 
plimented for these actions in general 
orders in January, 1864, by direction of 
Gen. Foster. 

He marched under Sherman, for At- 
lanta May 38rd, 1864; skirmished every 
day with the enemy’s cavalry until 
May 9. On that day attacked Kelley’s 
division in front of Dalton, Ga., and 
routed it. Here he met a division of 
Wheeler’s corps and was-driven back. 
In this engagement he lost 25 per cent. 
of the men engaged, and had two 
horses killed under him. The second 
horse falling on his leg, he was taken 
prisoner and carried first to Macon, Ga., 
and afterward to Charleston, S. C., 
where he was, in company with fifty 
other Federal officers, put under fire. 
Gen. Foster exposed fifty Confederates 
in a similar way. They were all ex- 
changed, after Gen. La Grange had 
been a prisoner for three months. After 
his return to service he reorganized the 
First Wisconsin by request of Gen. Sher- 
man, the term having expired. 

In December, 1864, he drove Lyons 
out of Hopkinsville, Ky., capturing one. 
piece of artillery; chased him through 
Kentucky to’*Elizabethtown. At that 
place he charged a battalion, which 
was burning a railroad bridge, having. 
marched the last 115 miles in forty-four 
hours over frozen roads, with an escort, 
of one platoon, and saving the bridge. 


‘For this service he was complimented 


by Gen Thomas in person. In the spring 
of 1865 he was offered and declined @ 
brevet as brigadier-géneral, but was 
afterward brevetted without accepting. 

On Wilson’s raid he received the sur- 
render of Montgomery, Ala., and re-' 
moved the Confederate flag from the 
Siate House, and afterward drove Bu- 
ford’s and Clanton’s brigades, in run- 
ning fights of two days, from Mont- 
gomery to Opeliki. 

He charged through the town of 
West Point, Ala., wtih the Fourth In- 
diana on April 16, capturing the cov- 
ered bridge across the (hattahooche, 
His horse was killed by cannister, while 
returning with a bugler to his com- 
mand. Fie led an assault on Fort Ty- 


ler, with detachments of three regi- 
meats, 500 picked men from the Sec- 
ond Indiana, Seventh Kentucky and 
First Wisconsin. He carried the fort 


with a loss of twenty-eight killed and 
fifty-seven wounded. This was the_last 
fort carried by assault during the war. 

Gen. La Grange was offered the com- 
mand of two detachments that cap ured 
Jeff Davis, but with the instincts of a 
soldier who had not hesitated to meet 
the enemy in open battle, he declined to 
act the part of constable when the war 
was over. . 

In 1866 he was admitted to practice’in 
the courts of New York, but soon aft- 
erward his attention being drawn to 
the advantages of California as a home.

FARMERS’ WAYS. 


Le Grande Power Testifies Before 


the Industrial Commission. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. |] 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Le Grande 
Power, for eight years Labor Com- 
missioner of Minnesota, was before the 
Industrial Commission today. He spoke 
especially of farming conditions in the 
Northwestern States, saying that the 
present tendency among farm hands 
was toward the ownership of the lands, 
and that a greater percentage of farm- 
ers now owned their own land than 
fifty years ago. He also expressed the 
opinion that the farmer who is in debt 
today has ten times the opportunity to 
discharge his obligations that the 
farmer at the beginning of the cen- 
tury had. 

Speculation in grain, he said, did not 
affect the prices, except temporarily, 
nor affect the farmers except so far as 
they engage in speculation. 

“You don’t mean to say,” suggested 
Gov. Harris, “that the farmers specu- 
late ?’’ 

“They do,” replied the witness. ‘‘Very 
largely théy are the lambs which are 
shorn on the stock exchanges. Stop 
the farmers from gambling, and you 
will.stop it all. Three-fourths of the 
money thus lost is lost by the farmers.”

A DARING HIGHWAYMAN. 


TRIED TO HOLD UP A POLICEMAN 
AT THE POINT OF A GUN. 


Mounted Officer Arguelio’s Desper- 
ate Hand-to-hamd Encounter 
With a Burly Negro—The African 
Nearly Butted the Officer Out. 


A bold attempt to hold up a police- 
man on his beat-last night resulted in 
disaster to the highwayman, and added 
to the fame of the officer attacked, as 
a man who is hard to worst in a hand- 
to-hand encounter. 

The hero of the adventure was 
Mounted Officer Alfredo Arguello, who 
has a well-earned reputation as one 
of the pluckiest, as well as most dex- 
terous men on the force. Had the dar- 
ing highwayman been spoiling for a 
fight, he could not have picked out a 
harder man to get away with. 

Arguello had dismounted, and was 
standing at Eighth and Alameda 
streets, where he was leaning against 
a post. A burly negro, who was walk- 
ing. along.thé other side of the street, 
crossed over when he reached a point 
opposite the officer, and, coming up be- 
side him, thrust a big revolver into 
Arguello’s face and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. 
ably did not know it was a policeman 
he was tackling, and a very gamy one 
at that, as Arguello had on his over- 
coat, and his star was hidden from 
view. 

It did not take the plucky officer, 
long to act after he found himself gaz- 
ing into the muzzle of a six-shooter 
held close to his face. Quick as a flash 
of lightning he struck up the negro’s 
arm and grappled with the fellow to 
wrest the revolver away from him. 
Arguello is a small man, but he makes 
up in muscle and quickness what he 
lacks in stature and weight. The no- 
gro, who was nearly twice Arguello’s 
size, struggled desperately to retain 
his weapon and make use of it, but the 
game little officer wrestled with ‘him 
for about a quarter of an hour. Dur- 
ine the scuffle Arguello’s handcuffs 
dropped out ‘of his pocket. He had 
been unable up to this time to get out 
his own revolver or to wrest the negro’s 
from him, but he managed to pick up 
the handcuffs with one hand while he 
retained his grasp on his antagonist's 
pistol arm with the other, then’ with 
the manacles he beat the colored man 
on the head until the blood flowed 
freely. 

The blows rained upon the negro's 
head probably reminded him of his 
natural weapon of offense, for sud- 
denly he .converted his head into a 
battering ram and butted Argtello so 
hard in the bread basket that all the 
wind was knocked out of him, and he 
rolled over sprawling on the ground. 
The negro® embraced this apportunity 
to make His escape, and by the time 
Arguello had recovered his breath and 
scrambled to his feet, the negro was 
eutting across lots at a lively clip, 
leaving his revolver in the officer's 
hands. 

Afgeuello is somewhat of a sprinter 
himself, and he started in pursuit, fir- 
ing as he ran. After running three or 
four blocks, the officer plunked into 
a barbed-wire fence, and his further 
progress was stopped. By the time 
he disentangled himself from the wire, 
the dusky highwayman was lost to 
sight. Arguello received several bad 
scratches from the barbed wire, but 
was otherwise uninjured. The only 
clew he has to his asse'lant is the 
revolver left in. his hands.

MERRY’S ARRIVAL. 


Ignored by Maaagua Papers—Zel- 
aya’s Purchase of Arms. 
[A. EARLY MOKNING REPORT.] 

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) April 12.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press. Wired from Chicago, May 4.] 
The official and semi-officia! newspa- 
pers at this capital ignore the _ ar- 
rival here on April 10 of United States 
Minister William Lewfence Merry. 
“his is notable, as the newspapers are 
usually prompt in courtesy, and in the 
publication of news of international in- 
terest. In some quarters this omission 
is attributed to the fact that the gov- 
ernment of the United States has just 
sent the warship Detroit to Bluefields 
to make an investigation and protect 
citizens and representatives of the 
United States against the decisions and 
demands of Gen. Francisco Torres, 
who is. bv authority of President 
Zelava, exercising the dictatorship at 

luéfields. and in the eastern part of 
Nicaragua. 

Some three or four years ago, Presi- 
dent Zelaya promised the government 
of the United States not to employ 
Torres again on the Atlantic coast of 
‘Nicaragua. because he was charged 
with permitting and aiding in the es- 
cape fromm Nicaragua, of a prisoner in 
his charge. a colonel in Zelaya’s army, 
who was accused of murdering a citi- 
zen. of the United States at Rama, 
Nicaragua. 

President Zelaya has recently secretly 
purchased from Max Figenschmidt of 
Liege, Belgium, two batteries of six 
cannons each, the weapons being 
Hotéhkiss rapid-fire field guns, and a 
large auantity of ammunition, paying 
about $1000 in gold for each battery. 
He has also ordered through @ German 
commission house, a large number of 
telephone and several telegraph instru- 
ments, a.quantity of copper wire and 
telegraph supplies. He has already 
about $20,000 worth of rifles, Reming- 
ton and Mausers, and about fifty 
pieces of field artillery of various 
kinds. and a large supply of mun&ians 
of war. 

The occasion for these expenditures is 
not apparent.- There appears to be no 
indication of a revolution in Nic- 
aragua against President Zelaya, and 
there appears to Ps no need of more 


cannon and war / materials, unless 
President Zelaya anticipates a war 
with Costa Rica and wants an extra 
supply of arms to distribute among 
disaffected natives of Costa Rica. 

President Zelaya is to send his pri- 
vate secretary to Salvador on a spe- 
cial mission. The object of this is 
apparently to make an effort to per- 
suade the government of Salvador tc 
form a secret alliance with Zelaya and 
the President of Honduras, with the 
obiect. of keeping each of the execu: 
tiv in his present position. 

dl the last three years the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua has spent mucl 
monev in efforts to have electric lights 
introduced at the capital, and in other 
cities of the State, ‘but every e‘fort 
has resulted in failure.

May 4.—Keokuk, 
chief of the Sac and Fox Indians, is 
dead of smallpox. The tribe now nhum- 
bers 312 full bloods, 108 having uied 

1 smallpox. 
‘the watchful fox,” was a 
son of the greater Keokuk, first chief 
of the Sac and Fox Indians, after 
whom Keokuk, Iowa, is named. The 
elder Keokuk died in Kansas in 1848, 
aged 68 years. Keokuk’s loyalty -to 
the whites and opposition to Black 
Hawk resulted in his being poisoned by 
a member of Black Hawk's bond. 
Black Hawk was for a time Keokuk’'s 
prisoner, having been turned over to 
him by the United States government, 
as the principal chief of the Sac and 
Foxs.

Fornier Probable in Dreyfus Case, 
Latter ia General Staff. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, May 4.—A dispatch to 
the Commercial Advertiser from Lon- 

don says: 
“Following Constans’s course in the 
Boulanger episode, the Minister of the 


Interior: M. Dupuy, has just oDtained 


confidential reports from _ prefects 
throughout Frence regarding the con- 
dition of public opinion on the Dreyfus 
evidence. and the possible course ‘wo 
the Court of Cassation and the govern- 
ment. 

“The weight of the reports is, that 
extreme partisans on both sides re- 
main unmoved, but that the latest por- 
tions of the evidence have much =im- 
pressed the large and infiuential body 
of opinion. which previously inclined 
toward the staff, and expected it would 
prove its case against Dreyfus. 

“Men of this thinking have from the 
first been open-minded and honest. As 
Lieut.-Col. Henry’s suicide persuaded 
them to reopen the Dreyfus case, so 
later evidence inclines them to a re- 
trial before another court-martial. The 
same body of opinion is still more 
convinced of the need of @ thorough 
reform of the general staff, and the 
retirement. if not punishment, of offi- 
cers that blundered and intruded in 
the Drevfus affair. 

“The temper which these reports in- 
dicate prevails alse in the chambers, 
though the modetates’ are less strong 
there than outside. M. .Dupuy is 
shaping his course @ccordingly, ano 
there is excellent reason to believe that 
two or three weeks hence, M. Ballot 
de Beaurepaire’s report from the Court 
of Cassation “will recommend revision 
and retrial: that the court, perhaps by 
a@ narrow majority, will @pprove it. 
and that all this will be done with the 
approval and codperation of the gov- 
ernment. 

“M. de Freycinet. furthermore, is 
preparing a plan of reorganization of 
the general staff, especially of the in- 
telligence department.

TIl.—DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


Agriculture as at present carried on 
is a development of the last fifty years, 
but dairying as at present carried on is 
a development of the last thirty years— 
one might almost say of the last ten 
or fifteen. And judged as a whole and 
in relation to other branches of agri- 
culture dairying is a prosperous indus- 
try. In almost every other branch of 
agriculture there has been a gradual 
lowering of prices due to greatly en- 
larged production. In dairying, on the 
contrary, there has been a steady 
maintenance of prices, if not a relative 
increase, and this in face of the fact 
that in no other branch of agriculture 
has there been such an enormous in- 
crease of production. The explanation 
of this steady maintenance of prices in 
the dairy industry lies in two things: 
First. there has been in recent years 
throughout the whole civilized world a 
very great increase of urban popula- 
tion: second, there has been in recent 
years throughout the whole civilized 
world a great increase of the practice 
of using dairy products—milk, butter 
and cheese—as regular articles of diet. 
The increase of production, therefore, 
has-no- more than kept pace with the 
increase of consumption. 

The dairy industry is so generally 
diffused in every country where it is 
carried on that few people apprehend 
its magnitude. Taking our own coun- 
try and Great Britain as illustrative 
examples, a few comparative statistics 
will help us to appreciate the extent of 
the dairy trade. 

The census of 1890 put the-total an- 
nual value of the agricultural products 
of the United States at $3,758,519,483— 
say $3,750,000,000. Today our total agri- 
cultural production cannot be less than 
$4,000,000,000. The part of this which Is 
dairy produce has been estimated by 
Henry E. Alvord, chief of the Dairy 
Division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to be $50,000,000. 
Mr. Alvord’s figures are as follows:

prosperous condition as it was thirty 
years ago. A further illustration of the

The explanation of this decrease in 
our cheese export trade is not that we 
cannot make as good cheese as our 
neighbors make. It lies in the fact that 
for many vears We allowed “filled” 
cheese and ‘“‘skim-milk’’ cheese—cheese 
that looks all right but has: not the 
same nutritive qualities or the same 
enduring qualities as “full cream’ 
cheese—to be exported without being 
distinguished by brands to indicate its 
true quality. In this way our whole 
output of cheese became discredited in 
foreign markets. Also our own home 
markets became prejudiced against 
American-made cheese. 

Canada, it should be stated, has laws 


‘that absolutely prohibit the manufac- 


ture or sale of imitation cheese. Similar 
laws, though not so stringent (recently 
passed,) together with the effective 
administration of the dairy branch of 
our national Department of Agricul- 
ture, will soon work a revolution in 
the character, and magnitude of our 
cheese export rade. 

Our butter-producinge 
though not without its 
ments, has experienced no such re- 
verses as that which has befallen our 
cheese-producing industry, In 
years our production of butter has 
quadrupled. The following are the fig- 
ures:

Our producers of butter have always 
paid most attention to meeting the fe- 
quirements of our own large home de- 
mand. For many years our great and 
rapidly growing centers of population 
afforded a ready market at high prices 
for all the superior butter that we 
made. It followed that the best of our 
butter production was consumed 
home. Our surplus production—the part 
we exported—was of an inferior grade. 
But for many years even it found a 
ready sale abroad. 

But with the. general improvement! 
throughout the world—in our country 
no less than elsewhere—two § things 
have happened. First, the production of 
gocd butter in this country has become 
so general that no longer in the open 
market can fancy prices be obtained for 
butter, no matter how good it may be 
It has followed, therefore, that even our 
best butter producers have begun to 
look abroad for a market fer their 
goods. Second, in the butter-purchasing 
countries of the world, especially in 
Great Britain, so much good butter is 
obtainable that only first-class butter 
can find ready sale. It has followed 
from this second fact that no longer 
can we send abroad inferior butter. If 
we Want to do an export business in 
butter at all we have to export a firs'- 
class article. 

Our butter producers have gradually 
accommodated ¢hemselves to this 
changed condition of things. In al! the 
great dairying States, especialy in the 
great dairying States of the central 
part of our ccuntry—Iowa,. Iillin>»is. 
Wisconsin, Minnesota. Nebraska and 
Kansas especially. but also in 
Sylvania, New York. and, too. th 
in'a less marked degree. in 
diana and Michigan—coiperative 
ter-making has become the general 
practice of dairy farmers. The butter 
produced in our creameries—that is. in 
the more progressive of them—is equal 
to any made-in the world.

PATRIOTIC RESOLUTIONS. 

Those were ringing and _ patriotic 
resolutiogs which were unanimously 
adopted "by the G.A.R. encampment, 
(Department of California and. Ne- 
vada,) in session at San Diego on 
Wednesday. They breathe the true 
spirit of American manhood and 
loyalty—a spirit which dwells in the 
breast of every member of the G.A.R. 
These resolutions are worthy of re- 
publication, and they are worth re- 
membering. They read as follows: 

“Resolved, that the members of the 
Department of «California and Nevada, 
Grand Army of the- Republic, as- 
sembled in encampment at San Diego, 
Cal, hereby express our entire con- 
fidence and faith in our comrade, Wil- 
liam McKinley, President of the 
United States, and commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy, and 
hereby indorse his conduct of the war 
with Spain and the Philippines, as not 
only creditable to the Americans peo- 
ple, but a war in the interests of hu- 
manity, and for the expansion of hu- 
man liberty. 

“Resolved, that we denounce the 
traitorous junta of so-called educa- 
tors, united with a handful of politi- 
cal demagogues, which is giving sub- 
Stantial aid and comfort to our 
enemies in time of war, and which is 
prolonging the war in the Philippine 
Islands and increasing the . daily 
death-roll of our army. 

“Resolved, that in common with ev- 
ery citizen of the United States in 
whose veins runs one -drop—of true 
. American blood, and in whose heart 
dwelis one spark of patriotism, we 
hereby record our detestation of the 
work of these incipient traitors.” 

This is strong language, but 
circumstances justify it. The work 
of the so-called ‘“Anti-Imperialist 
League,” in entering upon a campaign 
of active hostility to the government 
in a time of war, is plainly treason- 
able in a moral sense, if not in a 
legal sense. The government has 
taken a wise precaution of self-pro- 
tection tn seizing the pamphlets sent 
out from Boston by Edward At®in- 
son and his fellow-meddlers.* These 
pamphlets denounce the course of the 
government, both in the West Indies 
and in the Philippines, and are cal- 
culated to aid our enemies, who are 
at the present time in hostile array 
against the flag of our country. 

The matter which has been denied 
transmission in the mails was des- 
tined for the Philippines, and would, 
had it reached its destination, have

THE CASE OF QUAY. 

In the editorial opinion of the 
Washington Post, a Democratic news- 
paper cf prominence, the 
States Senate will recede 
well-established precedents, and will 
give to Matthew Stanley Quay the 
seat in the Senate to which he was 
appointed by Goy. Stone, upon the 
failure of the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture to make a ‘choice for Senator.

If the Republican members of the 
Senate were bent upon destroying the 
influence and the prestige of the Re- 
publican party, they could take no 
surer course for the accomplishment 
of that result than to vote for the 
seating of Mr. Quay by virtue of his 
appointment .by Gov. Stone. .

The British HNeuten- 
ants, Innes, Hickman, Shuler and 
Heathcote, under Lieut. Gaunt, led the 
loyalists. 

The New Zealand zovernmoent 
steamer Tulanekai has arrived at Apia 
with dispatches announcing that the 
request of the international commis- 
sioners is that the inhabitants neace- 
fully await the arrival of commission- 
ers who are on their way to the isl- 
ands from San Francisco. A meeting 
of the three Consuls, in. view of this 
message, was held without result, the 
German Consul dissenting from the 
propositions of the other two Consuls. 

Admiral Kautz and Capt. Stuart dis- 
patched a message* through a French 
priest to Mataafa, ordering him to 
withdraw his force outside of a line 
ten miles long and six miles broad. 
Mataafa replied defiantly, refusing to 
withdraw, unless the German Consul 
and captain of the German cruiser 
agreed, 

Admiral Kautz and Capt. Stuart 
thereupon sent an ultimatum to Ma- 
taafa, threatening the with- 
drawal of his forces. In support of this 
ultimatum, a plan of action was de- 
cided upon. Lieut. Gaunt's brigade was 
Strengthened, and a heavy gun was 
landed at Mulinuu and war rockets 
“ere got ready. Being informed of 
these preparations, Mataafa made 
prompt preparations to withdraw im- 
mediately. 

April 25 an important meeting be- 
tween the chiefs was held. They were 
informed of the action that had been 


“taken by the British and Americans, 


and gave it general approval. Lieut. 
Gaunt’'s brigade is now patroling the 
beach. King Tanu visited Admiral 
Kautz and Capt. Stuart on board the 
warships, and was received with the 
customary salutes on his arrival and 
departure. 

Hufnagel, manager of the plantation 
upon which an attack was made by 
British and American sailors, resulting 
in the death. of Lieut. Freeman. Lieut, 
Lansdale and three men, is stil] de- 
tained on board the ‘German cruiser 
Falke. 

Officials and leading residents of Sa- 
moa, who have been intervievred, unite 
in saying that the charges of inhu- 
manity on thé part of the British, 
which were made by a man named 
Laroch, are untrue. A majority of the 
inhabitants are highly dissatisfied with 
the cessation of hostilities. They say 
that Mataafa is beaten now. and that 
trouble would he all over in a, week or 
ten days were the advantage pushed. 
The rebels are delighted at the delay 
which will give them time to refill 
eartridge shelis and build more forts. 
It is the general opinion that the jsl- 
ands will be unhabitable except for 
Germans unless the rebels are punished.

IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 


AGITATION OVER SERIOUS NEGO- 


TIATIONS NOW PENDING. 


> 


To What Extent the Movement May 
Expand Is Not Clear—Options on 
Western Shect Mills—Growing 
Strength of Foreign Markets. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 4.—In discussing 
iron and steel trade conditions, the 
Iron Age will say today: 

“The steel trade is deeply agitated 
over the serious negotiations now vend- 
ing which mean a virtual withdrawal 
of Andrew Carnegie from the indus- 
try, and the passing of control to H. 
Cc. Fricke, with whom will be ass*~ 
ciated the Standard Oil party and the 
leaders of the National Steel Company 
and their allied interests. To what 
extent this movement will expand, 50 
as to include the Federal Steel Com- 
pany, is not clear. It is understood 
that other large concerns have been 
approached. It should be distinctly 
stated, however, that the undertaking 
is still in its initiatory stages, and it 
may or may not go through. 

“Another consolidation which is tak- 
ing a serious turn is that of the weste- 
ern sheet mills on which options are 
now being secured. The movement is 
backed by the Moore interest. 

“The tube mills and pipe works have 
reached the point where the works 
have received instructions not to book 
orders beyond June 1. One feature of 
this consolidation is that the under- 
writing bankers are to keep absolute 
control of the property for a period of 
nine months. 

“In the eastern iron trade, T. B. 
Wanamaker is securing options, at a 
cash price, on a number of rolling 
mills. All these new undertakings, to- 
gether with some of the older con- 
solidations like the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company, which are not yet in 
full working order, have had their 
effect upon the volume of current busi- 
ness in crude and finished material. 

“An important factor in the general 
situation is the growing strength of 
the foreign markets, where our own 
position is being gradually realized, 
and the fear of American competition 
is lessening. Germany is overwhelmed 
with work in all departments, and 
England is developing an advancing 
tendency. Pig iron has had a net ad- 
vance of $1.25 during the past ten days. 
We continue to do exporting on a 
heavy scale in the more highly finished 
lines. in bridge material, and in the 
wire trade, with sales, aggregating 
about 10,000 to for the past week, 
are reported an advance in price 
of $2 per ton .. 

“It looks as though eonsumption in 
the entire world has gradually been 
expanding until it has taken up all the 
slack available capacity and as though 
remunerative prices are assuerd. The 
latter, so far as our own country is 
concerned, would be satisfactory even 
if we did have a moderate reaction. 

“No very large tramsactions are re- 
ported from the different producing 
centers. We may note, however, the 
purchase of about 5000 tons of Besse- 
mer pig iron in the central west by ‘one 
firm. ‘The steel market is strong, but 
the volume of business is moderate. 
Eastern mills report some business in 
steel rails. The bridge shops are repre- 
sented as being exceedingly busy and 
the lake company has been competing 
all along the line of structural works. 

“In the metal trade. copper continues 
to Red attention through the move- 
ment to bring a large part of the pro- 
ductive capacity under one manage- 
ment. In spelter the rise continues, 
and the Missouri and Kansas ore min- 
ers have again pushed for higher 
prices.”’

AN ODD COMPACT. 


IGNORANCE OF ENGLISH SAVED 
~ MRS. STRAUCH HER PROPERTY. 


She and Gelbke Agreed to Make Mua- 
tual Wills, buat by Misrepresentr- 
tion She Conveyed Away Her 
Property to Him. 


The strange case of Augusta Strauch 
against August Gelbke was decided by 


plaintiff. The suit was one to estab- 
lish a trust, and the farads alleged were 
of a very unusual charé@ter. 

The plaintiff was a native of Ger- 
many, and could speak no English, 
but the defendant, though of the same 
nationality, did understand the tongue 
of the country of his adoption. 
plaintiff took the defendant 
family and assumed peculiari: 
dential velations with him, and about 
June of last year each agreed with the 
other that they should make mutual 


ever property there might be in case 
of death. Gelbke informed Mrs. 
Strauch that the papers for tat wur- 
pose had been prepared by an attor- 
ney, and he took her to an attorney's 
office for the execution of the instru- 
ments. The attorney did not under- 
stand the German language, but Mrs. 
Strauch had full confidence in Gelbke 
and relied upon him for 
as to the contents of the papers. The 
documents that had been prepared un- 
der the direction of the defendant 
were a deed of grant from Mrs. 
Strauch to him of a ranch owned by 
her, and a will by Gelbke, devising all 
his property to the plaintiff. But 
Gelbke, it is averred, so mistranslated 
the deed to Mrs. Strauch that she be- 
lieved it to be her will and signed it 
in that belief. 

Some time after the defendant ex- 
changed the real estate described in 
the deed, and which was at San Bert- 
nardino, for the furniture of a lodging- 
house in this city and $200 additional. 
Gelbke told the plaintiff that he .had 
purchased the furniture for her, and 
that he had given the land for it. Mrs. 
Strauch made no inquiries as to how 
he could transfer her land without her 
signing a deed, but acceptedt he situa- 
tion and moved with him into a lodg- 
ing-house where the furniture was lo- 
cated, and jointly they carrif2 on the 
lodging-house business. In course of 
time an estrangement took place, and 
then Gelbke. claimed the furniture as 
his own, Mrs. Strauch contended that 
he had obtained title to her land by 
fraud, and that a trust resulted to her; 
that. as he was her trustee in the own- 
ership of the land, he was also her 
trustee in the ownership of the furni- 
ture. which was taken by him for the 
land, with the $200. paid in- addition. 
And the evidenc® ‘ht’ fe trial shédwed 
that up to the time of the estrangement 
Mrs. Strauch’s ownership of the fur- 
niture was admitted. 

Gelbke contended then there were 
no confidential relations existing be- 
tween Mrs. Strauch and himself at the 
time of the execution of the deed, and 
that it was her duty to look after her 
own interests.. 

“The evidence shows,”’ says Judge 
York “that defendant had been trusted 
by plaintiff to do business for her, and 
in this instance she was trusting him 
to have the papers prepared to carry 
their agreement for making mutual 
wills into effect. She relied upon him 
to honestly trarfSlate the papers. She 
was not dealing with him asa stranger 
nor “holding him at arms’ length,” but 
confiding in him and trusting him. He 
must have known it. He betrayed her. 
trust and deceived her to her prejudice. 
The only question is whether plaintiff 
was careless in signing the deed under 
the circumstances to the extent that 
she is entitled to no consideration in a 
court of equity. 

In a case cited by the court, the Su- 
preme Court says: “The law aids the 
vigilant, not the idle, and will not un- 
dertake the care of persons who will 
not, with the means at hand, take care 
of themselves. 

“But while a person capable of read- 
ing and understanding an instrument 
which he signs has been, under these 
wholesome rules, held bound to know 
the contents, a person has not been 
held,”’ says the court, “under the rules 
where the instrument was misread by 
one in a confidential relation. Under 
the circumstances it becomes a ques- 
tion of fact to ascertain whether plain- 
tiff was so neglectful of her interests as 
to forfeit consideration by a court of 
equity. Here the parties occupied 
riendly relations, and the business in 
hand was not such as to cause suspi- 
cion of fraud on the part of the de- 
fendant. She was to make a will devis- 
ing him her property—an act prompted 
by feelings of friendship and confi- 
dence. She was not required to look 
wpon him as occupying an adverse re- 
lation to her, and, considering that she 
had to have the services of ‘some one 
as an interpreter, it was not negligent 
for her to rely upon defendant. 

“Having obtained the property from 
niaintiff by fraud. he held the legal title 
in trust for plaintiff. Whatever interest 
in the furniture defendant acquired, he 
acaujred. as trustee for the plaintiff. 
Judgment is therefore entered for nlain- 
tiff that the defendant holds said fur- 
niture in trust for her, and for the sum 
of $200 and costs of suit.’’ 


AN ACCIDENTAL SHOT. 


G. Tewle Sues a Constable and His 
Sureties for Damages. 

The suit of Gerry Towles against 
Thomas’ M. Matheus, J. P. Sylva and 
TT. Crowley to recover. $2000 as dam- 
ages came to trial in Department 
Three yesterday before Judge York. 
Inasmuch as some of the attorneys en- 
gaged in the case were engaged in other 
departments, the pleadings were merely 
read and then the taking of testimony 
was continued until Tuesday next at 
9 o'clock.

SALARY SUIT TRIAL. 


Ex-Tax Collector Merwin Sued for 

3 Overtime Pay.

Verdict Given for Cussen in the Fall 
Amount. 

The suit of James Cussen against the 
Southern California Savings Bank, 
which has been on trial for several 
davs before Judge Smith and a jury 
in Department Five, resulted in a ver- 
dict being returned yesterday for 
plaintiff. 

The plaintiff sued to recover $560 
which he contended had been _ stolen 
from his safe deposit vault in the bank. 
The case hinged upon the rather 
curious point that the two duplicate 
keys given to every renter of a de- 
posit box were in the case of the 
plaintiff not duplicates.

traces of the natural beauty is lost, 
and we are compelled to travel on the 
level or sideways, often at a loss to 
know where we are “at.” Our magnifi- 
cent hills are deformed to a greater or 
less extent; many of the valleys are 
partially filled, leaving mud holes and 
disease-breeding places in the unfilled 
- portions, and, what is worse yet, many 
poor property-owners have been ruined 
by the excessive expense attending 
these so-caled improvements. Is it a 
wonder that we find so many who ob- 
ject to having improvements made, 
when all this isetaken into considera- 
tion? The recent improvement of 
Sixth street and the tract to the north 
is an iliustration of the ruin of the 
natural beauty of our hills. If the same 
process had been pursued in improving 
Angelina Heights and Colina Park, 
near Crown Hill, what would have been 
the result? Can any one who knew the 
contour of the land in the Nob Hill 
tract before it was graded, say that it 
has been improved? 

The Times will in the near future 
give illustrations of the established 
grades of some of our streets, showing 
the cuts and fills to be made, provided 
the present established grades are 
maintained. 

MISSION ROAD. 

A suburban section of Los Angeles 
which has been much neglected hith- 
erto, but is likely to come to the front 
from now on, is that lying along the 
Mission road, just beyond the East Side 
Park, which has been vastly improved 
during the past few years, and is now 
regarded by many as the most beauti- 
ful park in the city. The project fora 


fine boulevard betyween Los Angeles] 


and Pasadena by this route, which 
struck a snag in regard to the assess- 
ment district, has been revived, and it 
is said the improvement will now be 
put through. A survey has also been 
made for an electric railroad out that 
way, the report being that this will be 
constructed as a short line to Pasadena, 
which would much reduce the distance 
by the existing roads. 

The Mission road is on the direct 
route to South Pasadena, Alhambra, 
Sierra Madre and other sections of the 
San Gabriel Valley. Much of the land 
along this road, near the city limits, 
is almost frostless, and another great 
advantage is the fact that there is an 
abundant supply of pure water only a 
short distance below the surface. With 
the development of rapid transportation 
the taste of home-seekers fis rapidly 
turning from small close-in lots to spa- 
cious tracts of half an acre or an acre. 
Pasadena avenue has been built up in 
this manner during the past couple of 
years, and with the improvements now 
in prospect there is no reason to doubt 
that before long the Mission road will 
also show a line of attractive homes, ex- 
tending all the way ftom Los Angeles 
to Pasadena. 

BOYUB HEIGHTS IMPROVEMENTS, 

As recently mentioned in The Times, 
the citizens of Boyle Heights are mak- 
ing an effort to push that attractive 
section to the front, since they have 
secured additional street-car facilities. 
An organization known as the Ninth 
Ward Improvement Association has 
heen formed, and will hold a meeting 
tlLis (Friday) evening, when prepara- 
tions will be made to. celebrate the 
opening of the new Brooklyn-avenue 
ear line, which is expected to take 
place soon. 


. PROSPECT PARK. 


The opening of that line will give a 
“much-needed improvement to a section 
ef the city that has hitherto been “out 
of the world.” Brooklyn Heights has a 
park which, though small, is a gem, 
and well worth visiting. The new Brook- 
lyn-avenue car line will bring visitors 
almost to the gate of Prospect Park, of 
which the Boyle Heights Press gives 
the following description: 

“In 1877 the Brooklyn Heights Land

TEXAS AND NEW MBEXICO.. 


Smaltipox in Dona Ana County—E!l 
Paso Seeking Improvement. 
EL PASO (Tex.,) May 2.—[Regular 


Correspondence.] Some uneasiness was 
felt here some days ago, owing’to a 
report that smallpox was raging at 
Las Cruces. It was said that there 
were seventy cases in‘that town. A 
letters received from Dr. J. Frank Me- 
‘Connell, Health Officer for Dona Ana 
county, N.-M., stated that while the 
disease existed in twenty homes ‘in 
Las Cruces; most of the cases were 
modified by vaccination, and 
sense could it be considered as epi- 
demic. There is said to be no small- 
pox in El Paso at present It -seems, 
however, that wherevér there is a 
Mexican population it is .difficult fo 
control the disease.

The question of sidewalk improve- 
ments is being agitated at present in 
El Paso, and at the last meeting of 
the City Council there jvas consider- 
able discussion as to the best way to 
provide means for the purpose. There 
also seems to be dissatisfaction with 
the present system of electric lighting. 
The fact is, the people of Fil Paso ap- 
pear to want the electric-light fran- 
,chise placed into the hands of those 
who will also provide electric street 
cars. There is no question but that 
.the latter are very much needed to 
displace the ‘“‘burro”’ cars now in oper- 
ation. 

To a stranger an enlarged system of 
street sprinkling appears to be as much 
needed as anything else. Strong winds 
have been prevalent, and they carry 
with them clouds of dust, which, at 
times, is quite blinding. El Paso has, 
however, an exceptionally fine climate. 

J. D. Rich, the Juarez grocer, who 

was mysteriously shot last week, died 
yesterday at the Hotel Dieu. Before 
his death he admitted that his wife 
had done the shooting as had been 
strongly suspected It is said that 
she was a circus rider at the time he 
/became infatuated with her and mar- 
ried her. Inasmuch as he was quite 
popular on both sides of the river. 
much interest has been taken in his 
case. 
Louk Hauk, a Chinaman with a 
record as a noted smuggler, was cap- 
tured on Friday by Treasury Agent 
Richard Rule. He was indicted last 
year for unlawfully aiding Chinamen 
to enter the United States, but he es- 
caped to Mexico. He came over to this 
side of the river last week to pay a 
visit to Chinatown, and was captured 
by the officer. who was on the lookout 
for him. His countrymen here allege 
that he is a highbinder, and a fugitive 
from San Francisco. The inspectors 
have been much troubled recently by 
the smuggling of cigars. On Satur- 
day thev arrested a man named Nich- 
olas Guintro, who was at the head of 
a& gang engaged in this business. 

Another of the prominent hotels of 
the city, the Lindell, changed hands 
veseterday. having been bought by 
Charles Zeiger, who kept a hotel in 
Albuquerque for years.

EPORTS to the local Weather Bu- 
reau state that much generat good 

. resulted from tha recent light rain 

in sOme sections. Since then, dry winds 

in this section have caused the hills 
to lose their green color. 

Oranges and lemons are reported to 
be setting well. Indications are favor- 
able for a fair crop of deciduous fruit. 

In commenting upon the fruit mar- 
ket for thé past season, the Azusa 
Pom otropic shows that the season 
started in with a lighter crop than for 
the previous season. The fruit § ex- 
change early advised its patrons that 
they might reasonably expect better 
prices than were received the previous 
year. A careful review of the results 
obtained shows that the marketing of 
the crop, as conducted by the ex- 
change. was highly satisfactory. The 
Pomotropic expresses surprise that.the 
large amount of small-sized fruit has 
been marketed so well as it has been, 
giving in some cases quite satisfactory 
returns. 

The eastern markets for citrus fruits 
are in a far more satisfactory condition 
than they were three-or four years 
‘@go. Then California oranges were 
little known in the smaller’ towns, 
where as now they are found almost 
everywhere. Lemons were marketéd at 
almost any price the dealer chose to 
offer. while today they are in good 
demand at satisfactory prices. 

The Pomotropic calls attention to the 
fact that the exchange is deserving of 
much credit for its careful handling 
of the market, in having reliable agents 
stationed at convenient distributing 
points. where they have built up many 
new outlets.

Northern Spy Apples. : 

HE following circular has been re- 
ceived from the State Board of 
Horticulture: 

By mail we send you a few grafts of 
the Northern Spy apple for experi- 
mental purposes. The Northern Spy 
grown on its own roots has proved ab- 
solutely. resistant to the woolly aphis 
in Australia, where the apple industry 
had been practically abandoned until 
this discovery was made, after some 
twenty years of experimenting. Tests 
made in this State for more than ten 
years have proved very satisfactory. 

There are various ways of forcing the 
cutting to take root, but the most sim- 
ple is the one applied to the grafts we 
are sending you, and believe will super- 
sede all others. It consists of inserting 
into the cutting a piece of any kind of 
apple root in an oblique cut on a North- 
ern Spy cion two inches from its base, 
as shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration. The cions emit roots of their 
own below the inserted root; the fol- 
lowing winter the plants are lifted 
and the piece of root grafted on is cut 
clean out, leaving of course the young 
plants now on their own roots. Any 
variety of apple is then grafted or bud- 
ded on the young plants, which are 
then aphis-proof stocks, and all varie- 
ties worked on them do well. 

Plant the grafts, leaving but one or 
two buds above ground; do not remove

Telephones for Farmers. 

HERE will soon be few districts in 

which the isolation which has so 
. frequently been a drawback to the 
~lfe of a farmer need longer exist. Even 
where ‘etter roads have not brought 
the farms nearer to the populated cen- 
ters, the running of telephone lines has 
been much simplified. In many States 
the entire farming class can now com- 
municate with each other without being 
influenced by the condition of the 
roads or press of work. In one section 
of New York State ten farmers got 
together and constructed a line for in- 
¢ercommatnication. ‘They furnished the 
tools and did the work themselves, the 
expense for wire, instruments,  etc., 
which was equally divided among «hem, 
being only about $14 per share. Lines 
even cheaper than this are now being 
installed by using the ordinary barbed 
wire already on the farm fences. A 
good sample of this system, which is 
run by a California land company, is 
about ten miles long. Telephone Instru- 
ments of the best quality are used, and 
care is taken that no wire shall have 
a ground connection. crossing 
roads and gates, where possible high 
‘posts. carry the wire clear overhead, 
®ut in other cases three-eighths water 
pipes are laid under the gates or road, 


aud a’ well-insulated wire is run 
through them to connect with the 
barbed wire on either side. The ends 


of the pipe are bent up at the sides cf 
the gatea or 1cads. and filled in with 
putty to heep out water. Such lines 
will avork,.in good weather, up ‘to 100 
miles. The ckjection to them, how- 
ever, is that when it is raining the cur- 
rent has a ¢endency to run to ground. 
So, in rainy districts, interruptions of 
the service may happen any day. But 
as soon as the posts dry off after the 
~yain the line again becomes operative. 
* * 


Irrigation’in Northern California. 
HE two dry seasons through which 
Lv have passed have not only had 
the effect of increasing the irriga- 
tion water supply of Southérn Califor- 
nia, but have led to increased interest 
in irfigation throughout the northern 
part of the State. Ten years ago and 
miore, property-owners and real estate 
men in Northern California were fond 
of calling attention to the advantages 
of that séction as one in which no ir- 
rigaiton was neeessary. Our friends up 
north have learned by experience, and 


are beginning to change their tune. 
The Sacramento Bee says: 
“The truth -unquestionably is that 


while much has been accomplished, and 
may still be accomplished, without ir- 
rigation, vastly greater and more gen- 
erally. satisfactory results may be se- 
cured by the intelligent use of water. 
While there are good results, for in- 
stance, in fruit growing without irri- 
gation, it is now the general opinion 
among our best orchardists, that larger 
fruit, and more of it, may in most 
Seasons be had by a judicious employ- 
ment of water to supplement the’ rain- 
fall. Even on the bottom lands of the 
American, Sacramento and Feather 
Rivers, Where the soil is naturally deep 
and moist, it has been found that irri- 
gation {s valuable; particularly for al- 
falfa.

‘ing them, whole clusters at once, much 


of progress and increase of population 
for this great division of the State. Ir- 
rigation makes it practicable to main- 
tain large numbers of rural homes in 
prosperity, where without it the coun- 
try must necessarily. be given up wholly 
to the production of grain or to graz- 
ing. Unfortunately, the tendency of 
these industries is rather to decrease 
than add to the population, as has been 
illustrated in most parts of the great 
interior valleys since the introduction 
of the combined harvesting machines. 
Irrigation, on the other hand, tends 
toward subdivision of the land, by mak- 
ing small farming feasible and prof- 
itable on soils which could not without 
it be so employed. It enables a good. 
husbandman to provide a living for a 
family, while waiting for trees or vines 
to reach the age of bearing.” 


The “Life Plant.” 

UGENB GERMAIN has received a 

letter from Louis H. Aymer reply- 

ing to an inquiry sent to him in re- 
gard to a plant known as the “life 
plant,” which Mr. Ayme mentioned in 
one of his reports. He says that while 
the plant is beautiful and interesting, ; 
its peculiarities might render it an un- 
desirable acquisition. It is, he says, 
practically . indestructible. From the 
fragments of a leaf new plants spring 
up and thrive, the roots throw up new 
plants and the seéd vessels contain 
thousands of dust-like seeds. It is said 
that some one brought a single plant 
leaf to Bermuda years ago, and that 
now the plant has become a pest there. 
Besides this, the plant is the chosen 
home of a scale insect, which Mr. Ayme 
thinks it might be undesirable to in- 
troduce. Mr. Ayme says he receives 
scores of requests for specimens by 
every mail, but refuses to send them, 
referring the correspondents to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, where he has 
sent a number of plants. 


The Advance Loquat. 


VERY popular fruit has had to win 

its way into public favor, and the 

loguat is no exception. Though 
raised in Southern California for more 
than twenty years its value is not yet 
recognized as it should be. It may be 
confidently asserted that no fruit of 
recent introduction, possibly even no 
fruit at all, is at present equally wor- 
thy of consideration commercially, be- 
cause of the new varieties which are 
now making almost their first appear- 
ance in the market. 

The season for the loquat is from 
March to June, the bulk of the crop 
coming in April, and the first half of 
May. It is most certainly obvious 
that fruit ripening at this time, if it 
is prolific, of good size, fine flavor and 
excellent keeping qualities, must prove 
profitable, for it comes when the mar- 
ket is comparatively bare, and when 
people are especially hungry for fruit. 
The Advance loquat is the best of the 
new varieties alluded to above, and it 
has all of these good qualities. It is 
very prolific. Never a e first crop 
on the original till eig years ago 
has it failed to bear we and trees 
budded from it have done the same. 
The fruit is often as much as three 
inches in length, and from an inch to 
an inch and a half in diameter; it be- 
ing of a peculiar pear shape. The clus- 
ters are frequently very large and have 
been known to contain as many as 
twenty specimens. This is a feature 
of commercial importance, as by pick- 


time is saved, as compared with the 
ordinary seedling loquat. Its color be- 
ing a bright orange yellow when fully 
ripe, and it should never be picked 
until it is so, it presents a very attrac- 
tive appearance. The flavor is dis- 
tinct and very sweet. Many compare 
it to the cherry, but it is more juicy 
than that fruit, and offers considerably 
more than the ‘two bites.” If not 
bruised when handled it will keep eas- 
ily two weeks, growing sweeter by the 
process, and will eventually shrivel up 
without decay, thus proving itself ca- 
pable of being shipped long distances. 
This and a few other varieties are 
the only loquats which can as yet be 
considered worthy of extensive culti- 
vation, but. it is the writer’s honest 
belief that more money can be made 
by planting them, in the near future 
than from any other fruit.

Thev are talking of running trees up 
to the skv so as to be sure of a crop, 
freeze or no freeze, and name in ad- 
Vance the new variety the Dunlap. 

There has been in all California but 
one man who knew all about handling 
trees one year with another, and he 
died a long time ago. He had two. 
peach trees at the corner of his sheep 
corral, and those two trees comprised 
his whole orchard. The fruit they pro- 
duced was a coating of wool on a big 
nit. but the proprietor of that orchard 
was Satisfied. He felt sure that we 
needed in this State a tough variety 
of fruit to pull through the summer. 
Hie was never troubled with doubt or 
misgiving. His trees bore and his fruit 
withstood the assaults of pests, disease, 
north winds and drougth. What more 
could be asked? 

As soon as men commenced to work 
for more fruit and better fruit unrest 
found lodgment tn the souls of orchard- 
ists and there has been no peace 
since. 
was thought at one that 
irrigating spoiled fruit, but this theory 
has been exploded. It was thought 
that trees must be slashed back to 
stubs each and every year in order to 
make root and body, but some investi- 
gator with more than two trees by a 
Sheep corral proved. that this was all 
unnecessary, And thus all along the 
line, while California‘ has been devel- 
oping into a great fruit-growing. State 
Old ideas have been abandoned, and 
new methods have taken their place. 
No man who knows anything pretends 
to know it all. We have not yet ‘mas- 
tered all wisdoni in fruit-growing, and

Protection of Horticulture. 

N act approved by the Governor 

is now in force which provides that 

any person, persons or corporation 
who shall receive, bring, or cause td 
be brought into this State any nursery 
stock, trees, shrubs, plants, vines, cut- 
tings, grafts, scions, buds, or fruit pits, 
or fruit, vegetables, shall, within twen- 
ty-four hours afterthe arrival thereof, 
notify the State Horticultula Quaran- 
tine Officer, or the quarantine guardian 
of the district or county in which such 
nursery stock, or fruit, or vegetables, 
are received, of their arrival, and hold 
the same withount unnecessarily mov- 
ing the same or placing such articles 
where thy may be harmful for the im- 
mediate inspection of such State Hor- 
ticulfural Quarantine Officer or Guar- 
dian, If there is no quarantine guar- 
dian or State Horticultural Quarantine 
Officer in the county where such nurs- 
ery stock, or fruit, or vegetables are 
received, it shall then be the duty of 
such person, persons, or corporation, to 
notify the State Board of Horticulture, 
who shall make immediate arrange- 
ments for their inspection. Authority 
to enter warehouses, etc., to make in- 
spection is given the designated officers. 

Any shipment found infested with in- 
jurious insects, or their eggs, larvae or 
pupae, or infected with disease, shall 
be disinfected at the expense of the 
owner or agent. If infected with any 
species of injurious insects, or their 
eggs, larvae, or pupae, not existing in 
the orchards, vineyards, gardens or 
farms of California, such infested ship- 
ments shall be immediately sent out of 
the State, or destroyed; at the option 
of the owner or agent, and at his ex- 
pense. 

The importation of peach, nectarine, 
or apricot stock, buds, cuttings, or pits, 
from any district where the disease 
known as the “peach yellows’ or 
“peach rosétte” is known to exist, is 
prohibited, and any such shipment 
shall be destroyed or returned at the 
option of the owner or agent. 

Importation of the English or Aus- 
tralian wild rabbit, flying fox, mon- 
goose, or any other animal detrimental 
to horticultural and agricultural in- 
terests, is likewise prohibited. 

Violation of this act is a  misde- 
meanor. In effect immediately.—[Pa-

Lye After Kerosene. | 

OR the benefit of the many inter- 

ested I want to tell you how to erad- 

icate the San José scale, or any 
other scale, for that matter. Three 
years ago I had one tree (apple) that 
was bady affected with scale; two 
years ago there were three and last 
year ten. As I have an orchard of forty 
acres, I saw that unless something ef- 
fective was done the prospect was not 
very bright. Caustic soda, ‘“‘Merry War” 
lye, or lime, salt and sulphur did not 
do the work. 

I knew that common coal oil would 
kill almost instantly any insect that 
breathes through the pores of the body, 
so why not try it on the scale? Those 
to whom I spoke about it said it would 

1 the tree also. Then why not de- 
stroy the coal oil as goon as it had done 
its work? 

So I sprayed my ten twelve-year-old 
trees with pure coal oil: It makes a 
beautiful spray. I then followed imme- 
diately with a spray of “Merry War’ 
lye—one pound to eight of water. It 
turned out just as I expeoted. The lye 
made a soap, 80 to dpéak, of the oil. 
Every drop of water was coagulated 
as it collected under the limbs. This 


work was done of the 28th of February 


last, and since then I have epent at 
least three hours éxamining those 
trees and have failed to find a single 
live scale. 

Now the trees I did not want to 
“halloo too loud before I got out of the 
woods,” for if the trees died they 
would have the laugh on me. The Pear- 
mains are all out in blossom and leaf: 
the Newtowns and another variety are 
coming out just the same as those 
that were not treated, and the hari is 
clean, a light gray-greenish cast, and 
not burned, but, as I believe the per- 
fect picture of health. 

The oil killed the scale, the lye killed 
the oil and the oil killed the lye, and all 
the tree has got to do now ‘s to go 
on and grow and be profitable. of 
course, I think there is a proper time 
to do this spraying. Experiments, how- 
ever, will prove whether a man can 
or cannot spray any kind of a tree 
and at any tim& Our apple trees are al- 
ways about to w s later coming out 
than those at Watsonville. I will let 
you know in the fall just how these 
trees have done. 

Fused one five-gallon can of oil on 
the ten trees. I put water in the spray 
tank and then pumped out all the 
pump would reach, then poured in the 
oil and went to work. Caustic soda or 
any other lye I think, would do, only 
the “Merry War” readily dissolves in 
cold water. The trees at this date are 
doing fine. During the rain I tasted of 
the water that dripped from the limbs 
and I could not detect any flavor of 


coa loil.

Lay Two Hundred Eggs. 


OW can we produce hens 

will lay 200 eggs per annum? By 

scientific breeding, as for a good 
butter cow or a cow milker, as for @ 
good trotter or high-jumping horse. 
Experiments have been made to in- 
crease the number of rows of corn on 
the cob with success. The same method 
is applicable to poultry breeding. We 
will start with a hen that lays 120 
exes. Some of her chicks will lay 150 
per year. From these we will pick 
out layers, and so on until 200 or betiter 
are the result. At the same time/fit 
is just as essential to breed outf of 
males from prolific layers, as it is \the 
females: in fact, it is more so. If/f/ we 
look after the breeding of the ferhales 
only we will introdtice on the male 
side blood which is lacking in pro- 
ficiency. and thus check every attempt 
in progress. It is just as essential that 
the male should be from the hen which 
lays 175 eggs and from a malé that 
was bred from a hen that laid 150 eggs, 
as it is thet the hen should be from 
one that laid 175 eggs, and whose 
mother laid 150 eggs:—[Poultry Herald.

How . easily 
the mind of the average man may be 
misled in the study of economic sub- 
Jects is illustrated in the trend of 
prices. Three years ago millions of 
voters were misled to believe that the 
low price of silver was the direct re- 
sult of the closing of the mints to its 
coinage on private accotint, and that 
the depreciation of this meta! was the 
cause of the low prices ruling for al- 
most every mercantile commodity on 
earth. Bradstreets, in a recent issue, 
gave comparative prices covering quite 
a  vwerlod. anu from this article the 
following is condensed: 

“The aggressive strength of many 
staples during March. a reflection of 
undeniably good demand, makes passi- 
ble some interesting comparisons with 
Price quotations at éarlicr periods. It 
is found that the general level of prices 
at the close of March is considerably 
higher than if has been for some years 
past. Compared with April 1, one year 
ago. for instance, the general level of 
values is about 8 per cent. higher, 
while ‘compared with October 
1896. which marked practically the 
low-water period of recent years, there 
is an advance of nearly 40 per cent.”

Heavy Bank Clearings. 


NEW YORK, May 4.—-Bradstreets of May 6 
will say: 

‘‘Widespread business activity and heavy 
financial] transactions, resulting from or con- 
sequent upon the large number of tndustrial 
combinations planned or executed during 
the month of April, seem to nave heen 
largely responsible for the heavy bank clear- 
ings reported for that month, because stock 
speculation was rather quieter than in 
March or the preceding month. 

“The April clearings !n fact deserve special 
notice, because, though they were smaller 
by 5 per cent. than the aggregate for March, 
this was owing chiefly to the smaller num- 
ber of business days in that month be- 
cause the average daily clearings were 
heavier than the like average for the month 
of March.

PASADENA, May 4.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] On account of the esteem in which 
the deceased was held, and the tragic circum- 
@tances of his death, there was a very large 
attendance at the funeral of the late Hiram 
M. Staats this afternoon, and the services, 
conducted by Rev. Robert J. Burdette, were 
particularly impressive. The house was not 
large enough for all who wished to be pres- 
ent. The floral offerings were exceptionally 
numerous and beautiful, the reception hall 
and~--parlors being almost filled with the 
set pieces and grouped masses of blossoms. 
The body lay in a pearl broadcloth casket, 
with silver mountings. The plate bore the 
name, ‘‘Hiram Macy Staats,’’ but the casket 
Was so completely covered with carnations 
and sweet peas that the inscription could 
not have been seen. 

N. F. Brigham sang “Not Half Has Been 
Told.’’ Prayer was offered by Pastor Bur- 
dette, and an opportunity was afforded to 
friends to gaze for the last time upon the 
face of him who in life they had learned to 
love and respect. The pallbearers were Harry 
C. Allen, John B. Miller, John 8. Cravens, 
W. Ss. Wright, Joseph Welsh and J. J. Blick. 
Among those present were the members of 
the Board of Fire Underwriters, of which de- 
ceased was secretary. A majority cf the 
real estate and insurance men in the city 
were also in attendance. Interment was in 
Mountain View Cemetery. 

KILLING OFF THE DOGS. 

Residents of South Madison, South Moline, 
South Los Robles avenues and vicinity are 
much perturbed over the dog question, and 
have given the City Marshal a busy day.

TEST OF LEGALITY. OF STREET- 
IMPROVEMET EONDS. 


Assessment Against School Property 
Contested by Trustees and Prop- 
erty-owners—Mrs. Bark Acquitted 
of Abducting Her Child—The City 
Looking for Cheaper Water. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 4.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Papers were filed yester- 
day afternoon in a test case, brought by 
the City Board of Education against the 
Oity Treasurer, M. L. Aldridge.

Pable School Attendance Increased 
Over Eleven Per Cent. 

LONG BEACH, May 4.—[ Regular. Corre- 
pondence.] School Census Marshal W. ‘8S. 
Clark has completed his report for the pres- 
ent year. It shows the total number of 
census children between the ages of 5 and 
17 years to be 606. Of that number 307 
are boys and 298 are girls. The number of 
children under 5 years of age is 145. The 
number of children between the ages of 5 
and 17 who have attended the _ public 
schools at any time during the past year 
is 529. Six children have attended pri- 
vate schools, and seventy between the ages 
of 5 and 17 have not attended school at any 
thne during the year. Of the children of 
school age 736 are native born and 14 are 
of foreign birth. The corresponding figures 
for last year show 533 children between the 


} ages of 5 and 17 of whom 263 were boys. 


There were then 163 children under 5 years 
of age. The total number attending the 
public school was 476; 4 attended private 
schools, and 65 did not attend any time dur- 
ing the year. These figures show an in- 
crease of over 11 per cent. in public school 
attendance.

SANTA ANA REACHING OUT FOR AN 
ICE FACTORY Now. 


Important Agreement Between the 
Anaheim Union Water Company 
and Santa Valicy Irriguting 
Company—Local Fruit Exhibit. 


SANTA ANA, May 4. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] At the regular meetire of the 
board of directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Wednesday evening, a letter was read 
from a Colorado banker whew desires to come 


-to Santa Ana and esteblish an ice factory. 


Within the last few weeks Santa Ana has 
concluded negotiations for a number of im- 
portant enterprises, while others are in con- 
templation. This latest proposition for an ice 
factory is an enterprise mucn needed in this 
vicinity, and it can be secured if the proper 
spirit be shown by the ice consumers of the 
city and vicinity. The Chamber of Commerce 
is impressed with the proposition that comes 
from the Colorado man, and are confident 
that with a union of influence between the 
chamber and the consumers of ice this fac- 
tory can be secured for Santa Ana. This city 
is supplied with the purest of artesian water 
and plenty of it, so that the expense of secur- 
ing this necessary article of manufacture for 
the factory would be reduced to the minimum. 
The question of power will also soon be 
greatly simplified, in all probability, as the 
establishment of an extensive electric-light 
and er plant is now under consideration, 
the bids-for the franchise having already been 
submitted to the City Council. The Chamber 
of Commerce is endeavoring to make a manu- 
facturing center, in due course of time, out 
of Banta Ana. One big factory wil! bring 
another, and with this in mind the chamber 
is endeavoring to geet manufacturing men in- 
terested in this locality. The general public 
can greatly assist in this work by codperat- 
ing heartily with the chamber. 
WATDR AGREEMENT FILED. 

An agreement was filed here today between 
the Anaheim Union Water Company and the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Company, set- 
ting forth the rights of the two companies to 
the division of the water of the Santa Ana 
River for irrigation purposes. As this agree- 
ment directly interests every user of irrigable 
land under these two systems of irrigation, 
the following important points are gleaned 
from the document: It is agreed that the 
waters, both surface and subterranean, of the 
Santa Ana River, its springs,. sources and 
tributaries, and all the waters, both surface 
and subterranean, flowing through the Santa 
Ana Cafion and down the channel! and bed of 
said river, shall be and are owned in equal 
parts and shall be equally divided between 
the two water companies. 

Second, that all of said waters which have 
heretofore, since November 1c, 1884, been di- 
vided between the two companies at ‘Bed 
Rock Crossing,’’ shall continue to be so di- 
vided, providing that nothing in the agree- 
ment be so construed as to prevent the waters 
from being diverted or divided at some othed 
point than at “‘Bed Rock Crossing,”’ if such a 
change be found necessary to effectuate an 
equal division of the water between the two 
companies. 

Third, that the remaining rtion of sub- 
terranean waters, if any, shall be owned and 
divided equally between the two companies. 

Fourth, that either party may dirert any 
of the remaining pertion the subterranean 
water and exclusively use the same unti! the 
other party shall pay it one-half the expense 
of such diversion, after which payment the 
water so diverted to be equally divided be- 
tween them. 

The most significant section of the agree- 
ment is the fifth, in which the two companies 
agree, at their joint expense, to defend their 
rights to the use and ownership of the pre- 
viously described waters of the Santa Ana 
River as against any future diversion, or at- 
tempted threatened diversion of any portion 
of the waters by others. 

Sixth, that any notice of appropriation of 
any of the above referred-to waters, filed un- 
der the provisions of section 1415 of the Civil 
Code by either of the companies shall be for 
the benefit of both. 

he greater portion of this agreement has 
been substantially in effect for the past twelve 
years, but there was no record of such an 
agreement having been entered into by the 
two water companies, the o 
the agreement having been either misplaced 
or lost. While theré was an apparently thor- 
ough understanding as to the interest of the 
two irrigation companies in the waters of the 
Santa Ana River, yet it was deemed best by 
the directors of both companies that a new 
agreement be entered into, and that the same 
be made a matter of record for the guidance 
of future boards of directors. This was e 
at a recent joint meeting of the directors of 
both companies, and the above is the result.

“CHILD SCIENCE.” 


Fourth Lecture on the Subject by 
Dr. Van Liew. 

The fourth of the series of lectures 
on “The Science of the Child,” by Dr. 
Charles C. Van Liew, professor of 
psychology in the State Normal School, 


. Was delivered last evening at Assem- 
blv Hall. 


The sub-title of the lecture 
last evening was “Educative Influence 
of Heredity—Instincts and Native In- 
terests.”’ 

The speaker traced the existence of 
instincts to the demands of the race 
to meet certain requirements during a 
previous condition of the race, and

. led to the formation of the instincts 


have in many cases changed, and that 
the influence of some of the instincts 
is harmful under present environ- 
ments. 

One of the instincts which was dwelt 
on during the lecture is that which 
develops pugnacity in children, and 
which is in most cases to a great de- 
gree outgrown before the ee be- 
come adults. The speaker thopeht 
that there was a period in human*his. 
torv when the pugnacious spirit was 
hizhiv desirable for self-protection, but, 
to the degree at least that it is man|- 
it is foreign 
to the interests of society at present, 
and he asked the question whether 

c*ildren should have this spirit eradi-

to better development as soon as it 
cc be done by mild influences.

Ac- 
cording to Charles's testimony, John 
was playing cards with some friends in 
Ed Craver's saloon at Hedges, a min- 
ing town in the eastern part of San 
Diego county, near Yuma, on the night | 
of April 14, when Constable Jarick and 
a man named Kirk came in and stopped 
the game. Crawford resented the in- 
terference and remonstrated with the 
constable on account of his action. 
Thereupon Jarick informed him that he 
was under arrest. Crawford protested 
that he was already under arrest on 
one charge and had given bonds; that 
he was not violating the law at that 
moment, and did not see what right | 
the Constable had to interfere with his | 
liberty. After some hot words were ex- | 
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J. H. MASTERS, 
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changed between -the two men, Craw- 
ford stepped behind the bar and said 
something to the barkeeper. This en- 
raged Jarick greatly, and when Craw- 
ford emerged from behind the bar The 
Constable drew his revolver and shot 
him in the face, the ball entering below 
the left eye and inflicting a terrible 
wound. 

As John Crawford fell to the floor 
mortally wounded, his brother Charles 
grappled with the Constable and tried 
to disarm him. He succeeded in floor- 
ing the constable, and fell on top of 
him. Then Jarick’s friend, Kirk, drew 
his revolver and ordered Charles to let 
the Constable up. Fearing a shot in the 
back, Charles sprang to his feet and 
called on the bystanders to help to dis- 
arm Kirk and Jarick, but those wor- 
thies kept the crowd back with their 
revolvers, and the disturbance ended 
without further bloodshed. 

Meantime John Crawford was bleed- 
ing to death from the wound in his 


flow of blood was stanched, and as 
soon thereafter as convenient the 
wounded man was brought to this city 
and placed in Dr. Stewart’s hospital, 
where he lingered until yesterday 
morning, when he died in spite of all 
that could be done for him. 

Crawford was 26 years old, and for- 
merly lived at Azusa, where his parents 
yet reside. The father and brother 
Charles, who drives a stage for the 
Golden Cross Mining Company at 
Hedges, were the only members of the 
family at the inquest. 

Another interested spectator at the 
inquest was Sheriff Jennings of San 
Diego county, who has had Jarick in! 
custody for assault with intent to mur- 
der. Jarick was released on bail sev- 
eral days ago, but in view of the ver- 
dict of the Coroner's jury holding him 
responsible for Crawford's death, he 
will probably be rearrested on the 
charge of murder. 

Crawford's body will be taken to 
Azusa this morning for interment. @
